Queen's Score 
Thrilling Win 
By 28^ Count 

Durham Netted Winning- 
Basket In Final Seconds 



CAPACITY CROWD 



Record Turnout Saw McGill 
Defeated — Peiker And 
Sutton High Scorers 

With only twenty seconds l-^ft to 
play, iiiirhnm slnlky Qiiocn's dercncc- 
tnan ncUcil the basket ivlilcli pave 
tlio limestone city basUeteers a two- 
point victory over tJio Mc.GlU senior 
qiiintct In one of the most tlirllUnq- 
and specliiciilar tills witnessed on thî 
High School floor this season. It w.-.a 
a heartbreaUlns ■ loss for the homo- 
stors and thcMiupe record crowd which 
filled the gym on Salunlay nigrht h.i.l 
to depart with the feeling that the 
McGill sqiind li.id given their op- 
ponents a hard battle. The final 
score was 28 to 26 for Queen's. 

There is no doubt thai tlie latter 
team won. Throughout most of the 
6am« tho Queen's jdayers showed 
mai'kcd superiority in the'r floor 
work, brcaUinp fast and forcinB Uioir 
way Into lIcGlll territory with br'l- 
Hant attacks. Poor shooting discoun- 
ted the edge held by the visitors dur- 
ing the first half, it w.as only the 
dogged pcrscverence of Mie McOill 
backeteers that kept them even witn 
the Kingston outfit. 

Perhaps no part of the game was 
as exciting and Interesting as the 
last five minutes. Don Young who 
had been given a re.«t. was a^ahi 
brought on to U;c Uvr/, I,cd b;; 
their star centre the locals slayçii 
one of th« finest rallys to twine the 
basket four times In succession put- 
ting them on a par with their vLsltors. 

It was I'cikcr, reliable McGill 
guard, wlui threw the crowd into ■!, 
frenzy wlirn be d:iFlic-d down ihî 
floor on three successive occasions 
to score. And this was at the crucial 
moment of the game. There were 
only a few minutes left to play an-l 
there weic not many believed tliyt 
the McOill quiiil' l liad miy chance of 
overcoming their opiion';nts lead. 
The open attacks siuged by the red 
and white forced tho spectators in 
rise In their excitement, surprised by 
this change of fortune. Durham'":

MacKay's former po;<ilion assure the 
members of an interesting meeting, 
but he has .since Ix-cii studying for 
an M..A. -degree, so that bis uubject 
will be treated, as well, in a scholar- 
ly manner. 

The subject of Canadian hileraturc 
has been receiving a great deal of 
attention lately from journalists and

■erting that there Is no such thing, 
and others Just as confidently asscrt- 
llng that there Is. Still other writers,

don makes Mr. MacKay's pupci', on a 
Canadian poet whoso worl; li.js been 
more or less Ignored lately a very 
timely one, and It should furnish an 
opppritunlty for an Interesting dis- 
in«rll8 and dctnerlts of Canadian 
cusslon among the members as to the 
poetry, and literature In general.

Dr. Bland Speaks On 
Church's Part In Social 
Refpim 

.Showing tiiut the e!n-ist!anlzaliuii oy 
industry can be achieved only as tiio 
consequences of a' new' 'christlunlzu- 
lion of the church, the Ilev. D:-. Salem 
C. Bland addressed liic Young Jleii's 
Korum of tlic Y.JI.C.A. yesterday af- 
ternoon on the suljject of "What tho 
Church can do to Christianize the 
Social Order." 

Dr. Bland pointed to the pctiy bic- 
kering.s within the ciiui-cli and siiow- 
ed the absuiUiiy of any sucii organi- 
zation bringinff about the chrlstluul- 
zatlon of anything. A return to Jesus' 
original doctrine of a kingdom of Cod 
on Earth, and an Incrrascd adv- 
cilturousness in tlio church ilscdf, 
will in lime, l,ring aljout the much 
needed reformation In tlic existing 
.social order. 

Tlic speaker .based his rcinurks on 
two premises, first, Ihat thc iiidusirlal 
order is incajialili; of i liri .iianizing 
itself. In Kngiaiul and in tlie United 
Hl;i,t'.'ï the cliurol'j liu.s receiitly been 
convulsed by violent,, dicputos con- 
cerning trivial maltei's. The absurd- 
ity of these prtly ouilniisi'^ is all lii.; 
more apparent In the tlif: church 
frcls its. responsibility lor 'ho spread 
of ilie gospel but Is blind to tlm pos- 
sibility of a practical application of 
its tenets at home. 

Kingdom Of God 

.Turning to ilic nictliuds wiicroljy ili'.; 
church can achieve a reL-ln-isiiaiiiziL- 
lion. Dr. Bland pointed to the lohg 
Jieglceted doctrine of "the kingdom 
of fjod!" From that the phrase 
■Kingdom of God' appears ninety- 
nine llniea in tlie Synoptic (iospels. It 
can fairly be assumed that Jes.i.-!, 
himself, continually stressed Ihi.s 
phase of his teachings. 

Throughout the :rccords of St. 
Paul's life the s;imc phrase Is used 
only nineteen llinos, and then in n 
different sense from that which the 
.Saviour used. This dying cijt of Inter- 
est and. belief In the kingdom of 
heavcrt was described by Dr. Bland 
as "one of the greatest of perversions 
of oliristlanlty." 

Prom the death of Christ down to 
the present day, the idea of a uni- 
versal kingdom has been obliterated 
and superceded by the desire Cor 
forgiveness of sin. This transfer of 
emphasis from present, social con- 
ditions to individual, future salvation 
la greatly to be deplored. The most 
hopeful sign of the present day is the 
gradual return to the old doctrine of

Great Brlt.iin requires a large iium- 
bt?r of small tonnage cruisers to keop 
open her trade roules which arc ol' 
vital iiuportiuicc to her. The Utiil<' l 
Stales needs a smaller nuiulK.n* of 
larger tonnajjo vos.-;els ulii.Ii arc able 
to travel long di.slances.

The uiisalisfactory ending of tho

Tho question of vital Imporlaiice i^ 
how utuoh Great Britain will affect 
U.S. trade In case she Is at war with 
a third nation. Tho real fear Is that 
Great Britain will Interfere with tho

It seems only yester- 
day, that a group of McGill undergraduates, on 
their return from a large Eastern American 
college first suggested the foundation of the 
ICcy. 'J'licie was opposition at first — stiff op-
